HUN-JAP-RUSS 


Tokio Undertakes to Ease Peace Terms, in Alleged § 
Text, in Return for Mutual Guarantees with 
Germany for Protection Against America. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 
WASHINGTON, July 10.—G. Charies Hodges, assistant director of the 
Far Eastern Bureau, New York, has made public the text of an alleged 
pecret alliance between Germany and Japan relative to Russia and China. 

Jeremiah W. Jenks, formerly financial adviser to the Chinese govermument, 
PPP Mr. Hodges is recently from the Far 
East, where he is known to have enjoyed exceptional contacts of an official 
character and he is also lecturer at the school of commerce, New York 
‘Untversity, on the economic aspects of the Far Eastern problem. 
The source of the document is given by the assistant director of the 
Far Eastern Bureau as follows: : 
“The text of this alleged German-Japanese alliance was secured by 
the representative of the soviet republic tn Berlin following the German 
revolution ang the sacking of the state archives. The Bolshevist Ambassa- 
gor telegraphed it to Russia where it appeared in the official organ of the 
‘all-Russian Central Executive Committee of the soviets,’ the Isvestia.” 
Two months later the document was discovered among the Bolshevist 
archives at Perm, Siberia, following the capture of that city by anti-Bol- 
shevik forces on February 2, 1919. The first public knowledge of the ex- 
istence of the alleged pact, however, is understood to have been given 
by the Chinese government which ig reported to have cabled it to the

The treaty bill was then taken up 
and quickly passed second and third 
readings, with the opposition com- 
ing from Democrats, National Lib- 
ferals and Conservatives.

Kansas University Professor 
on War Problems. 


League of Nations Helps, but 
is not Cure-All. 


“Democracy does not mean per- 
oom equality, but equality of op- 

rtunity. It does not guarantee 
fe unless the individual possesses 
the qualities of life; it does not 
liberty unless people 
have the quality of liberty and have 
not the quajity of slaves. It does 
not guarantee happiness but the 
ht of pursuit of happiness.” 

These were the statements made 
by Dr. Frank Wilson Blackmar, pro- 
fessor of sociology of the Kansas 
University yesterday afternoon in his 
public lecture in the University of 
Southern California on the prob- 
tems of democracy. In discussing 
present day conditions he said: 

“We have spent billions of dollars 
and thousanas of lives in carrying 
democracy to the decrepit, selfish 
nations of the old world. it woule 
he well to take stock of our own 
‘emocracy to discover its quality and 
character. Has it the quality of justice 
that we have been parading, the 
1 quality to survive the shock 

„t eld world ideals and of our own 
intgrnal maladies? True democracy 
ns at home. Are we willing to 
spend our billions, sacrifice time 
and energy to perpetuate our de- 
mocracy in the United States? 

“We are a sentimental people and 
an emotional people. Our democracy 
1 grounded in a belief founded on 
the emotions. We feel it, believe it, 
and will fight ror it, but we are 
mot inclined to analyse it. We can 
talk democracy and make great 
ewelling phrases and orations about 
it, but to do democracy makes us 
wince. We ars slow to realise our 
beliefs in the laboratory of a work- 
ing democracy. Too often the boast- 
ing democrat is an aristocrat out of 
Power. 

ne popular notion of democracy 

a form of government. This is 
one phase of ft. Autvocracy, 
beaurocracy and anarchy may secret 
themselves in a form of democracy. 
It means liying together in co- 

economically and socially. 

“To improve our democreecy it 
will be necessary to reduce individual 

selfishness anu envy. The feeling, 
that the other fellow has more 
wealth or more power, when re- 
Guced to envy and despair has a 
co influence on all good social 
order © learn to enjoy what we 
have instead of ng Aer about 
what we do not have wou! advance | 
our co-operative life. 

“We have a League of Nations. It 
is a great step in advance, but it 
will be a loug time before we have 
a brotherhood of nations. before 
the democracy of nations can be es- 
tablished race and national selfish- 
ness must be diminisned. Under 
the League of Nations we are pre- 
pared for a struggle for international 
righteouness and justice for the next 
years. 

“Bome people are not prepared for 
democracy. The inherent rizht to 
self-government is capacity for self- 
government. We need an educa- 
tion that will more specificially pre- 
pare for democratic government. 
Liberty democracy are pearl

Banta Monica is next in line to 
get a magnificent beach hotel to be 
included with the chain of hos- 
telries under the management of D. 
M. Linnard and associates. This 
was virtually assured yesterday at 
a meeting at the office of J. Wie- 
man MacDonald, attorney, in the 
Higgins Building, at which were 
present Mr. Linnard and representa- 
tives of the Santa Monica Beach 
Association. The result was an 
agreement to finance the buildings 
enterprise under the same arrange- 
ment as the new California Hotel, 
soon to bg erected on Wlishire boule- 
vard at Catalina street. 

The bond leu of $2,000,000 will 
be handled through the banking 
in line 
with the proposal of Mr. Linnard.

logic President Wilson set forth in his 
message to the Senate yesterday the para- 
mount necessity for a League of Nations 
to carry into effect the terms of the Ver- 
Sailles peace treaty. He pointed out that, 
if the Peace Conference is to be the end 
of co-operative authority, there would be 
no machinery in existence to enforce many 
of the treaty provisions. 

Germany was making a treaty, not with 
One nation, but with five great nations and 
a score of smaller ones. It was absolutely 
necessary that there should be some’ con- 
tinuing organization to decide for the Al- 
lies whether Germany and Austria might 
be living up to the articles of the treaty in 
good faith. If the association of the Peace 
Conference was dissolved, then it would be 
for each nation to interpret in its own way 
whether the treaty was being kept and 
what steps should be taken, if any, to assure 
a more faithful observance. 

The President told the Senate frankly 
that many compromiges had been neces- 
sary. He said they were necessitated by 
conditions rather than by the captious op- 
position of members of the conference, 
Then came this free confession: 

The treaty, as a result, is not what 
we would. have written. . . But 
results were worked out which, on the 
whole, bear test. I think that it will 
be found that the compromises, which 
were accepted as inevitable, nowhere 
cut to the heart of any priaciple. The 
work of the conference squared, as a 
whole, with the principles agreed upon 
as the basis of the peace. 

There is a tone of conciliation that does 
not appear in the President's former ad- 
dresses. There was less of the school- 


master and more of the statesman. He. 


made not the slightest mention of the op- 
position that had been manifested in the 
Senate against the League of Nations cove- 
nant. There was no sarcastic reference to 
“men of limited visions and dwarfed intel- 
lects.” At no point was the partisan spirit 
manifested. The President said that he 
would be pleased to meet with the Senate 
committees to discuss, Informally or other- 
wise, any of the sections of the treaty, to 
explain as far as he was why certaia 


provisions had beer considered essential 


and why others did uot appear. 

Probably the most encouraging thing 
about the President's address is that he 
did not claim perfection for the treaty. He 
dwelt briefly on the tangled skein of Eu- 
ropean diplomacy which {ft was necessary 
to unsnarl; of the “Old entanglements of 
every kind in the way—promises which gov- 
ernments had made to each other in the 
days when might and right were confused 
and the power of the victor was without 
restraint." Then he continued: “It was 
not easy to graft the new order of ideas 
on the old, and some of the fruits of the 
grafting may, I fear, for a time be bitter.” 

Developing this thought, the President 
dealt upon the absolute necessity of an 
association of nations, with a combined 
power too strong to be successfully chal- 
lenged, to waten the development of the 
new countries, to observe the way in which 
the expedients provided were working, and 
to make changes where it became appar- 
ent that some special provision was not 
working well. 

Some of the members of the Peace Con- 

ference were skeptical of the League of 
Nations idea at the beginning of its de- 
liberations: but when the conference had 
been working for several weeks “the most 
practical of the confreres were the most 
ready to refer to the League of Nations the 
superintendence of all interests which did 
not admit of immediate determination, of 
all adminisgrative problems which were to 
require a continuing oversight. 
The League of Nations was the practical 
statesman’s hope of success in many of 
the most difficult things he was attempt- 
ing.” 

Small comfort will be found in the Pres- 
ident’s address for the Senators who have 
been planning tu separate the League of 
Nations covenant fram the rest of the peace 
treaty. The President well said that, with- 
out the League of Nations, the peace treaty 


| 


Would be but u scrap of paper. It would, 
in fact, be equivalent to a statute without 
an enabling act and with no penalty pro- 
vided for violation. 


In the treaty there are provisions for a 


supervision over the Saar Basin and Dan- 
zig which are to be continuing for a term 
of years, under We directioh of the League 
of Nations. if n® league were created, 
—— these provisions would be without et- 
ect. 

But once did the President make refer- 
ence to discord during the Peace Confer- 
ence. After refurring to the massed prob- 
leme which comonted the delegates and 
to the conflicting points of national view he 
said: Bat, with very few exceptions, the 
men who sat at the peace table desired as 
sincerely as we did to ret away from the 
bad influeaces, the illegitimate purposes, 
the demoraiizing conditions . out of 
which the sinister designs of Germany had 
sprung as a natural growth.” 

It is possible, that there may be some 
speculation coaJeruing “the very few ex- 
ceptions” among the delegates of the five 
great powers who were not inclined to view 
all questions coming before the conference 
in a spirit of justice and equity. It is the 
single phrase m the whole message to 
which captious persons in an Allied nation 
could take offense. And it is to be hoped 
that the President will avoid recrimina- 
tions in his cuming tour of the country. 
The most trying period for the Allies is 
Just approaching. During the heat of the 
conflict they were unaed by a community 
of interest based on self-preservation. A 
brief glance into biecory reveals that many 
an association of governments that began 
well was shortly broken through jealousies 
and hard words. If the pact between free 
peoples keeps them together in harmont- 
ous concert during the uext twelve months 
it will probably hold for at teast a hundred 
years; but all the critical days have not 
yet passed. | 

Taken as a whole, the President's mes- 
sage will be well received by tke country. 
There may be minor detats to be arranged 


between the President anu Senate; but the 


message and the treaty as a whole fill the 
expectations of the American people; and 
The Times is of the opinion that the peace 
pact, including the League of Nations cove- 
nant, will be ratified without extended de- 


date.

Even a statesman must compromise.

The former 
record and speeehes of Senator Henry Cab- 
ot Lodge prove his desire for a League of 
Nations and it is likewise true that his own 
writings would now obligate him to accept 
the great covenant it the changes desired 
are impractical or impossible. 
The Massachusetts Senator is a great stu- 


dent and he also has a definite and hon- 


ored standing as a writer and historian. 
He is the author of an able biography of 
Alexander Hamilton, and attention has been 
called to the fact that the attitude of Ham- 
ilton toward the American Constitution was 
almost exactly that of Senator Lodge to- 
ward the great covenant today. 


There were paragraphs of the Constitu- 
tion that Hamilton forcefully opposed. He 
felt that his own judgment was best. As 
Senator Lodge describes it: mS 

“Hamilton’s confidence in his own theo- 
ries deepened and his faith in the Consti- 
tution declined. But when the work was 
complete at Philadeiphia he gave his un- 
halting adherence to the new Constitution 
and the new system. 

“Had he been an agitator, or a sentimen- 
talist of muddy morals and high purposes: 
a visionary and an idealist he would have 
stood up and railed against this Constitu- 
tion, which was not what he wanted and 
which fell so short of his own standard. 
As he was none of these things, but a pa- 
triotic man of clear and practical mind, he 


knew that the first rule of successful and 


beneficial statesmanship was not to sulk 

because one cannot, have just what be 

wants, but to take the dest thing o 

able and sustain it to the uttermost.”

WHO'S WHO IN MEXICO. 


[ Editorial in Chicago Tribune.“ 

While acting Secretary of State 
Phillips is industriously pooh-pooh- 
ing the reparts of Mexican atrocities 
there is hope that Senator King’s 
resolution asking for complete in- 
formation will be adopted. The Sen- 
ator wants to see a list of all Amer- 
icans whose lives property have 
— destroyed. So does the general 
public. 

Mr. Phillips lately returned from 
a gathering in Monterey, where, we 
read, Mexicans joi 
ing e Star-Span Banner” 
and giving other evidences of their 
desire to be hafmoniots. While the 
love feast was in progress an Amer- 
ican was being murdered by Mex- 


mis- 
treated. 

We suppose the murder ot the 
American and the attack upon his 
widow were committed by Mexicans 
totally out of sympathy with those 
who gathered rejoice with Mr. 
Phillips. And brings us to a 


contemplation of the whole situation | 


in Mexico; a situation wherein no 
two factions are in sympathy. 
The policy of the administration 


has been one of love feasting with 


factions, helping one against anoth- 
er; and it has always worked out 
on a single line, to-wit: that while 
the friendly faction refraing from 
outlawry the others all direct re- 
prisals; not against the friendly fac- 
tion, but against Americans. 

It is a half-biind policy to pooh- 
pooh atrocities just because they 
were not committed by the particu- 
lar faction with which the Wash- 
ington administration happens at 
the moment to be friendly. The 
atrocities have beén and are being 
committed by Mexicans, if not by 
one faction by another. 

One faction does not control Mes; 
ico to the point of offering substan- 
tial protection either to citizens or 
foreigners. Friendship for Carranza 
is friendship for a fattion. While 
we are aiding him the Villistas and 
all the other opposition factions are 
getting even 
icans and 


tries. 

The best teatimony is that Car 
rauza is the wavering chieftain over 
an army of about 60,000. With this 
inadequate force and the recogni- 
tion of the administration at Wash- 
ington, he offers the droil spectacle 
of ruling a population of 15,000,000. 

But in addition to Carranza’s pre- 
tensions of government there are no. 
fewer than seven rebel leaders like- 
wise pretending, and not se ineffec- 
tually either, to the control of at 
least considerable portions of the 
country. And this is not all, for 
dozens of bandit leaders roam the 
country at will, robbing and killing. 

This hodzge-podge of government 
is the situation in Mexico. Of what 
use, then, to placate a faction? No 
sooner is one brought under a form 
of benign assimilation than another, 
offended by this partiality, retali- 
ates—on Amertean settlers. 

There may be a measure of satis- 
faction in saying that the “friendly” 
faction ig not killing Americans, and 
for the support of that satisfaction 
suppress all news ofjatrocities. But 
regardless ofthe innocence. if so, 
of one faction there still remains the 
fact that Americans are being killed 
and robbed and’ that Mexicans are 
responsible. 

We hope that Senator King’s reso- 
lution will dave the effect of placing 
fs. long suppressed, be- 
fore the American people and that 
the administration's policy will be 
shown up for what it is—half-blind. 


AS IT MIGHT BE. 

Just suppose that John T. Midas, 
the billionaire captain of industry, 
with vast holdings in banks, ral 
roads, public utilities and other in- 
dustries, had been indicted for some 
crime. Suppose that he had been 
tried and convicted under thé laws 
of one of the States. Suppose, too, 
that there was every reason to be- 
lieve that perjured testimony had 
been given against him and that 
ons had béen a miscarriage of jus- 


Then suppose that men of wealth 
the country over combined and de- 
elared that on a certain date, as a 
protest against the conviction of Mi- 


das, they would institute a nation- - 


wide lockout, All industries would 
be closed, trains stop running, tele- 
phone and telegraph service aban- 
doned, supplies of food cout off. 

The result would be a complete 
paralysis of our complex social life, 
causing suffering, hunger, death— 
producing the same effects, indeed, 
as if the paralysis were caused by 
a general strike by all the workers 
of the country. 

You cannot imagine capitalists do- 
ing such a thing? 

Well, neither can we imagine 
American workingmen doing it.—
